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GETTING RESULTS 

Co-operation between the city and pro- 
vincial police resulted Wednesday evening 
in the rounding up of two men and a 
woman who are accused of having carried 
on an active and prosperous business in 
robbing country stores and disposing of 
their loot in the city. 

A continuance of that kind of team 
work can make and keep Edmonton the 
most law-abiding city in Canada, and put 
an end to the carnival of plunder that has 
been carried on in the city and in neigh- 
boring towns during recent weeks. 

AS TO BUTTER 

The Toronto Telegram observes that 
“Butter, which was 43 cents a year ago, 
is now selling for 34 cents. Liberal or- 
gans were recently agitated by the idea 
that the Bennett increased duty on butter 
would mean a less liberal application of 
this dairy product to Canada’s daily 
bread. They are invited to take today’s 
reduced price of butter as the text for a 
few soulful words on the appalling effect 
of the Bennett tariff changes on the high 
cost of living.” 

From which it would appear that in 
the opinion of one very ardent newspaper 
champion of the increased duty this add- 
ed measure of protection is not putting 
the dairy industry on its feet. 

WHEN A LOSS IS A GAIN 

It pays the farmer to insure against 
hail. Last yeagy farmers in Alberta drew 
a million dollars more from the hail in- 
surance companies than they paid as pre- 
miums. That was a heavy loss to the com- 
panies, but it was a heavy gain to the 
farmers who were insured. With grain at 
present prices the farmer who was hailed 
out and collected insurance probably 
made more money than his neighbor who 
reaped a good crop, 

The companies now say they may have 
to withdraw from this province, because 
premium rates are almost at a prohibitive 
level and they cannot continue to do busi- 
ness at a loss. That is a situation to 
which the legislature should give earnest 
attention when it meets, As hail is so seri- 
ous a menace to farming, some means will 
have to be found which will place insur- 
ance within the reach of all farmers. The 
farmer who cannot afford to pay high 
premiums is the one who particularly 
needs insurance. 


WHY NO APPOINTMENT? 


Under the pension law as it stood up 
to the beginning of October, an official 
known as a “soldier advisor’? was main- 
tained at Edmonton, whose duty was to 
advise returned men, or the dependents of 
men who died in or because of service, in 
regard to pension claims and applications. 
This arrangement gave the applicant for 
a pension the opportunity to present his 
case in person, and to get advice through 
a personal interview, instead of having to 
carry on correspondence with an official 
stationed at a distant point. 

The new pension law which came into 
effect at the first of October abolished 
the office of soldier advisor, and provided 
for the appointment of pension advocates, 
to discharge similar duties. But up to 
date no pension advocate has been ap- 
pointed at Edmonton. Instead, applicants 
here are being instructed from Ottawa to 
eet in touch with the advocate at Calgary 
As a result, applicants for pensions who 
reside in Edmonton, or anywhere in cen- 
tral or northern Alberta, must forward 
the'r claims by letter to the official at Cal- 
vary, a procedure that is always incon- 
venient and never as satisfactory as pre- 
renting a case directly. 

It is to be hoped that the delay in ap- 
ynointing an advocate at Edmonton is only 
a matter*of delay, and does not indicate 
that none is to be appointed. As there 
are said to be nearly two hundred cases 
on the woit'ng list here at present, some 
f them long standing, as winter is ap- 
nroachinz, and as employment conditions 
are far from normal, it is urgent that 
such an appointment be made and made 
promptly. Applicants for pensions are 
surely entitled to every opportunity the 
law provides for presenting their claims 
effectively, and with as little inconveni- 
ence and expense as possible. 


SAFETY IN DIVERSITY 
A chart showing the trend of prices in 
Canada from August, 1929, to September, 
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1930, discloses the interestin 
while the values of field grains dropped 
45 per cent, the prices of farm products 
taken together sagged only 34 per cent. 
Excluding grains from the calculation, 
the prices of other farm products group- 
ed together have not slumped in any 
serious way. 

That destroys the supposition that 
Canadian agriculture is suffering because 
the world is over-supplied with the things 
which ean be produced on the farms of 
the Dominion. The trouble was brought 
about because we have been putting too 
much emphasis on one branch of produc- 
tion, and paying too little attention to the 
fact that men do not “live by bread 
alone,” 

The farming business in Canada is 
not down and out. Specialized farming 
has produced its inevitable result. We 
sim ty could not go on —s and re- 
doubling the wheat crop, while ther 
countries were following the same trend, 
without producing a world surplus, de- 

ressing price, and making wheat produc- 
tion unprofitable. ; 

Whatever may be done to relieve dis- 
tress among the wheat-growers, it is clear 
enough that there will have to come about 
a readjustment of farm practice to the 
new conditions, a lessening of dependence 
upon wheat growing and a greater devel- 
opment of stock raising. swing back 
to diversified farming is the one way to 
restore the balance and put the farmer 
and farming again on a safe and self-de- 
pendent basis. 

The real opportunity, and the great 
responsibility, that confronts the minis- 
ters of agriculture of the provinces and 
the Dominion, is to devise measures to 
help bring about that readjustment of 
farm production to market requirements. 
A subsidy to the wheat grower may be a 
temporary exped'ent to extricate him 
from his present predicament. But west- 
ern agriculture can never be stabilized by 
“soaking” the Canadian taxpayer to pay 
a bonus on wheat-growing in order to sup- 
ply cheap wheat to foreign consumers.

Health and Diet Advice |

DO YOUR OWN FACE-LIFTING 

A face-lifting operation is often resorted 
to by those who wish to conceal the effects 
of age. In this type of operation a portion of 
the skin or underlying tissue is removed near 
the eyes, forehead, ears or Jaws, and the re- 
maining skin is then drawn together, stretch- 
ing it and smoothing out any nearby wrinkles. 
The results which can be achieved by beauty 
surgeons are sometimes astouding, at least, 
temporarily. 

The chief defects in this face-lifting oper- 
ation le in the facts that all people's skin 
does not react the same; those who perform 
the operations are not always skilful; and 


since the skin is not given more life by the 


operation, the sagging and crows’ feet often 
recur in time. Sometimes, also, the effect is 
to give the face a strained, drawn appearance, 
with the eyes slanting upward at the corners, 

I do not say that a face-lifting operation 
should never be resorted to, but I do believe 
that it would be a better plan for those with 
wrinkles to try to tone up the skin and im- 
prove the appearance by natural methods 
which are much more permanent, and the 
effect is never strained, but natural. 

Almost anyone past middle age can look 
much younger by applying a few simple 
methods for improving the tone of the skin, 
developing the underlying muscles, and re- 
moving the surplus fatty deposits. Wrinkles 
are formed because of regular creases where 
the skin folds and shuts off the local blood 
supply. The blood, too, with the advancing 
years, does not seem to be as nourishing to 
the skin, nor does it remove the toxins of the 
tissues as readily as they are formed. Often, 
toxic deposits actually form under the skin, 

One who is trying to do his own face-lifting 
should first endeavor to cleanse the blood 
stream of accumulated impurities which may 
be clogging the circulation or poisoning the 
tissues. Nothing is quite as effective for this 
purpose as a short fruit juice fast accompan- 
led by drinking large quantities of water to 
flush out the system. After about five days ot 


this regime a well balanced diet, rich in all | 


of the nourishing elements required by the 
body, should be used. During this time it is 


a good plan to exercise the muscles of the face 


and neck, for their is no method of improv- 
ing the circulation as well as by exercise, The

By Joseph Jastrow, A.B, AM, Ph.D, LL.D. 


PSYCHOLOGY OF 
DEMOCRACY 

I am writing on Ulection 
Day, when political campaigns 
are closed and an avalanche 
of speeches will have been 
made to prove the inferiority 
or rascality or incompetence 
of the other party. All parties, 
whatever their names, empha- 
size that they and they atone 
represent true democracy. 
What that may be politically, 
or what benefits il may confer, 
is fortunately no concern of 
the psychologist, who thanks 
his stars nightly that he is not 
in politics. But whether de- 
mocracy makes for mental fit- 
ness and how, concerns him 
deeply. 

1 am a firm believer that 
whatever its economic or polit- 
ical virtues and defects, de- 
mocracy makes for a more ef- 
ficient life, always provided 
that it is understood and prac- 
ticed. Psychological democracy 
goes to make & man esteemed 
for what he is, not for what he 
pretends to be, not for what- 
ever influence he exercises 
through rank or possessions, 
not through anything that is 
not in some sense of his own 
making, genuinely part of 
him, Whatever heads that way 
and applies to all, is democ- 


ratic, whatever form of gov- | 


erment, But it does not follow 
that “for forms of government 
let fools contest; whatever is, 
is best.” No more foolish lines 


were ever written, For forms of | 


government make il easy or 


hard to bring about favorable | 
| changed its form. There are as 


conditions for human happl- 
ness, They affect all phases of 
living mightily. 

Tt is far easier to be or be- 


come or remain mentally fit | 


under some forms of govern- 
ment than under others. So 
while I cannot get’ very much 
excited about whether a man 


who calis himself a Repubil- 
can wing here, or one who calls 
himself a Democrat is elected 
there, I can become deeply in- 
terested in any measures that, 
however lightiy, tend to bring 
about a condition in which 
men will be valued and 1e- 
warded for what they are, and 
not for other and extraneous | 
reasons. I see no more man 
because he is rich or because 
he was once poor than because 
he had black hair or none at 
all, or because he needs the 


job. 

Politics is a compromise, and 
we have an extravagant no- 
tion of what can be accoLip- 
lished by political measures. 
The machinery of it is too 
cumbersome and uncertain. 
Yet voting is the citizen's 
duty, but he is not much to be 
blamed if he doesn’t always 
perform it enthusiastically, 

I have before me a little 
book on the “Psychology of 
Citizenship.” The title is apt 
and so is the purpose, but it 
says little that is important, 
except that the central pur- 
pose of education is to make 
good citizens. To that we 
agree. How it is to be done is 
not so clear. Education is the 
best means we have. 

The democratic feeling is 
like everything else a matter 
of psychology; it is not a ques- 
tion of how you vote, or what 
political creed you profess or 

ractice, It is a question of 
10w you feel and act toward 
your fellow men. England Is 
an aristocracy in form and a 
democracy in spirit, Germany 


many kinds of democracy as 
there are nations professing 
and practicing it, Yet the un- 
derlying principle remains, 
Appraising, rewarding, know- 
ing people for what they are 
intrinsically—that is democ-+ 
racy.

It is quite evident that the 
pedestrians were not included 
when that saying came to the 
public, because I hardly think 
it would have been written if 
the death rate through auto 
accidents had been as it is to- 
day,and if the number of 
edestrians who get injured 
nad been in the thoughts of 
the originator of the saying. 
ln every issue of the Bulletin 
we read of accidents to pedes- 
trians, and the account gen- 
erally gives the view of the 
driver of the car, but not that 
of the victim, who, in many 
cases, is not in a position to 
make testimony. And it is 
generally stated by the driver 
of the auto that he (or she) 
was only going at the rate of 
6 or 10 mules per hour, and 
that the victim deliberately 
walked in front, or into the 
side, of the approaching ve- 
hicle, What nonsense they talk 
when they say that, It is prac- 
tically impossible for a person 
to do that which they say they 
do. ‘To walk in front of a com- 
ing car and be run down is 
just as much, if not more, the 
fault of the driver than of the 
victim, because the driver has

Much has been said from time 
to time in comparing the advan 
tages of hot water and steam 
heating for the home, At this

perature above that is rathe)

Where gas cr oll is used 
as fuel, the motor is connected | 
with the control systems and is 
only used when the heat is on | 
an natural circulation will not/| 
take place due to a low degree!

In figuring out the size of the! 
heating system required, radiat- | 
ors and. pipes must be estimated 
to take care of any emergency 
The size of room, area of exposed 
wall, area of ceiling if not heated 
above, area of floor if not heated 
below and direction of cold 
winds must all be taken into 
consideration. Heat ts lost due 
to these conditions and a cer- 
tain amount of radiation must 
be added to compensate for the 
loss ‘ 

There are many items In the 
construction of a home which 
cannot stand skimping in initial 
cost, otherwise heavy repair bills 
inevitably follow With a hot 
water heating system it is partic 
ularly important that skimping 
does not take place. Discomfort 
will be experienced through the 
cold weather and no amount of 
over firing will result in a suffi- 
ciently warm atmosphere, if 
false economy is practiced in 
this respect 

The principle of hot water 
heating is simple Hot water 
will give place to cold water as 
hot air will rise if cold air rushes 
in to take its place, That is why 
water, when heated, rises from 
the sections of the boiler and 
travels through the risers to the 
radiators.

A one pipe system, where the 
water flows through more than 
one radiator before returning to 
the boiler, necessitates increased 
radiation in some cases. ‘The 
water being cooled in its transit 
through the first radiator can- 
not give off an equal amount of 


heat from the second radiator 
To overcome this, the latter 
radiator must be larger so that 


the heat may be in- 
creased 

With a two pipe system, the 
water flows to each radiator 
from the top of the boiler and 
returns directly to the bottom 
of the boiler from each radiator 
separately. It will be easily un- 
derstood derstood that with 
natural circulation, the govern- 
ing factor regarding the speed of 
the flow is the difference in 
temperature of he water when it 
leaves the boiler and when it 
returns. If the weather is cold, 
the effect on the radiators is to 
cool the water quickly. The re- 
sult is that the chilled water 
rushes back to the boiler rapidly 
and fresh hot water takes its 
place, On mild days the circula- 
tion is more sluggish unless some

On many hot water systems an 
expansion tank is supplied to 
volume of the water when heat 
ed. The size of the tank varies 


| from an 8 gallon capacity to take 


care of a 250 square foot system 
to a 20 gallon tank for a 700 
square foot system. This tank 
is placed at least 3 feet above the 
top of the highest radiator and 
is connected to its returning 
register. 

A great deal of the success of 
9 heating plant depends upon 
the heating contractor who in- 
stalled it If skimping took 
place and the radiators were 
undersized, it is very difficult to 
obtain the correct temperature 
during real cold weather. How- 
ever, theere is a method which 
can be used to help out in such 
a case; by raising the expansion 
tank, the head of water may be 
increased so that the boiling 
point may be raised. This may 
il] the requirements and allow 
a greater temperature in the 
rooh, but as in many cases the 
expansion tank cannot be raised 
for any appreciable distance it is 
usually a hopeless job, Another 


way to combat such a condition | 


is to install an automatic de- 
vice to exert pressure on the cir- 
culation of the system. There is 
no advantage in having to “over- 
heat” the radiators so that lit- 
tle can be saved by insctalling

I refer to the habit of thought of 
all nationalities, of putting national 
interests firat-—to the sacrifice, if 
necessary, of any or all other nation- 
alities. Nationalism, a larger develop- 
ment of the tribal instinct, not only 
makes paramount the Interests and 
welfare of the homeland, a natural 
and perhaps fundamental need; but 
‘n so doing, tends to be utterly regard- 
less of the interests and welfares of 
other peoples. 

It is this selfish ond negative aspect 
of nationalism which is the chief re- 
maining cause of war, And not until 
people rise to @ larger, more liberal 
and more humane conception of 
nationalism will war be abolished, 

No matter how many Leagues for 
peace exist, so long as the world’s 
great nations express prevailingly the 
attitude, “My nation first, regardless 
of the needs of others”, war will break 
out whenever any given nation—in 
asserting this aggressive and too ex- 
ploitive form of the national will-to- 
live—runs counter to the similar will- 
to-live of another nation, (Submitted 
by the Edmonton Women's Peace 
Btudy Group).

She and her child, a Can- 
adian of the second generation are to be de 
ported. 

Much public sympathy has been aroused in 
the Vowles, Naylor and Barton cases in Hamilton 
and London. The department of immigration 
has been accused of inhuman cruelty for separ- 
ating epileptics from the bosom of their family 
or from public institutions which their 
children and relatives can visit them. It is not 
likely that there will be such extreme ekpressions 
of sympathy for the Finnish girl or the Chinese 
wife and their Canadian children who are to be 
forever exiled from the land of their birth. Yet 
if Canada is to be charged with inhumanity the 
inhumanity is similar.

It may be said in defence of the department 
of immigration that in these and other cases it 
has to be cruel to be kind. In deporting the 
Chinese and Finnish mothers it refuses to 
separate mother and child, and that no doubt is 
a kindness. 

When it deports the epileptic and insane 
who have become a public burden no doubt it is 
also being kind to the Canadian taxpayer. Yet 
in the cases that have been given most publicity 
the that economic kindness must go 
to Queen's Park rather than to Ottawa.

Criticism is no novelty for the departmen‘ 
of immigration. It does not seem to be parti- 
cularly concerned in defending its own quality 
of mercy and blaming the ruthfulness of pro- 
vincial governments for this year’s large in- 
crease in the number of deportations. Glancing 
over newspaper clippings for the last few years 
I find that there are many instances of the 
department being the centre of a minor or 
major storm because of its lenience or severity. 

There was the famous Maconachie case. A 
Scotch immigrant family had amongst its 
children a feeble-minded infant. The family 
could be admitted, the child could not. “An 
inhuman decision,” said one editorial. But the 
department had its way and the mother wert 
back with the child. 

An Englishman in 1928 got a habeas corpus 
injunction against his deportation, claiming 
that as a British subject he could not be de- 
ported even if he had entered Canada illegally. 
But he was deported, 

A young Yorkshireman, for an offenee in 
western Ontario, was marked for exit and ti.e 
Yorkshire Society of Toronto protested. Its 
protest was unavailing. 
| A young Irishman convicted of burglary in 
} Antrim was given the choice of jail or Canada. 
| He got tnto Canada, but was declared ineligibl¢ 
to remain. 

A Scotch girl was rejected because, as was 

| said, she was as broad as she was long. That 
is, she was too obese to be employable as a 
| domestic servant. 
A Hungarian entered as a farm laborer. He 
} left the farm and and his next employer, a 
building contractor, had high praise for his

A ‘b-year-old American woman who was a 
| paralytic was allowed to join her son, who was

Three Irish children came to joig their 
mother who had preceded them to Canada, When

mitted to a psychiatric hospital. They had to 
return to theix own land. 

An Englishman who had established himself 
jin Canada wished to bring out and marry a 
widow who had several children, one of whom 


was half-blind. Doubtful of his ability to

} An Englishman who had been given a one- 
year sentence in England entered Canada with- 
; out confessing his moral turpitude. When the 
question of his deportation arose many promin- 
ent people in a newspaper discussion thought 
Canada should be generous enough to give him 
a fresh chance and not hold his former error 
against him. The department of immigration 
thought otherwise. 

A Hungarian father domiciled in Canadu 
wished to have with him a seven-year-old son 
who was a mental defec.ive. He was well able 
to look after him. But the department adhered 
firmly to the law on prohibited classes. 

But there are good deeds in this world of 
cold red tape. An Italian entered illegally, but 
invented a new kind of permanent wave and 
established a prosperous hair-dressing company 
in Toronto, He was permitted to continue per- 
manently with his permanent waves. 

A saior deserted his ship and eluding the 
Canadian immigration officers married a Can- 
adian widow with two children.

From the very beginnings of 
history the Jews have observed 
the ingathering of the wheat with | 
the Festival of Pentecost.
